National Tour 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 — (JV- 
President Truman is to set out Sat­ 
urday on an 8,500-mile, 15-day cam ­ 
p a i g n trip in which he will try to 
convince voters it would be “ dang­ 
erous” to put the Republicans into 
power. 
It is his first strictly-political 
major whistle stop tour of the 1952 
presidential campaign. 
Truman will argue that “ isola­ 
tionists” dominate Republican poli­ 
cy and a GOP victory would en­ 
danger hopes for world peace. 
Of the general issue of govern-

trainside crowds that he urged

charter provides a safe 
guard against unwarranted inter 
ference with the city manager by 
providing that the council or any 
member of it may not interfere in 


matters of employment or give or­ 
ders to subordinates in the govern­ 
ment for which the city manager 
is responsible.

THE COUNCIL has a right to fix 
the city manager s salary, and fa 
replace him hy another manager if 
the public interest warrants it. 
The council is charged with the 
responsibility of appointing the fi 
nance director, whose duties are a 
rombination of the duties of t h t 
present auditor and treasurer, from 
a list of candidates submitted by 
the city manager, except that thej 
present auditor w ill serve without 
appointment by the council 
until, 
Dec. 31, 1955, when the auditor’s 
term expires. 
The council appoints a city attor­ 
ney and elects one of its members

Are Watched

MIAMI, Sept. 27 — LB—Weather 
observers watched two hurricanes 
Saturday, one sweeping northeast­ 
ward in the Atlantic well off the 
Carolina coast and another devel­ 
oping about 1,700 mile-' southeast 
of Miami.

are used to treat different kinds of 
wood for posts. 
Pentachlorophenol, copper naph- 
thenate and creosote are best pre­ 
servatives for home use. Cold-soak­ 
ing is more practical than pressure 
treatm ent on the farm.

SHOULD HE BE ousted, it was 
unclear whether the U. S. would 
force the withdrawal of Soviet Am­ 
bassador Georgi N. Zarubin, who

The situation is ironical for the 
reason that when Kennan went to 
Moscow last May, after years of 
helping shape U. S. policy toward 
Soviet Communism, he went with 
the avowed hope of restoring more 
normal diplomatic relations and re­ 
establishing some basic of courtesy 
and confidence in dealings between 
the two governments.

New Standard Revised Version

We know how true it 
is today when we expect to harvest 
a certain kind of crop we have to 
sow the kind of seed that will pro­ 
duce that crop.

God’ 
(Luke 8:11). When that seed, the 
word of God, is planted in good and 
honest hearts today it will produce 
what it did in the days of the apos­ 
tles. The fruit it produced t h e n 
was simply Christians (Acts 11:26; 
26:28). It is the only seed that will 
produce Christians today. We must 
have the seed before we can have 
A the crop.

Bible. Many such faults were cor­ 
rected in the English Revised V er-1 
sion of 1881 and the American Stan­ 
dard Version of 1901; but these re- i 
visions sacrificed much of the beau­ 
ty and the power of the King Jam es 
version. 
Out of the need for an English 
translation which would combine 
accuracy, 
simplicity, 
directness 
and spiritual power—a Bible trans­ 
lated in the light of many rem ark ­ 
able archaeological discoveries of 
the late 19th and 20th century—the 
Revised Standard Version of t h e 
Bible was conceived. 
The English Bible is a transla­ 
tion. The original Bible spoke in 
Hebrew as Moses spoke to people 
in his day. Paul spoke in everyday 
Greek. Jerom e replaced Old Latin 
translations with the Latin Vulgate 
at the start of the fifth century. 
John Wycliffe was the first 
to 
translate the Bible 
into 
English. 
Born in 1320, he became an Oxford 
scholar, translated the Bible from 
the Latin into the 14th Century Mid­ 
dle English. 
Because his translation was quot­ 
ed and talked about, it met with 
conflict by the Church of Rome. Al­ 
though Wycliffe 
died 
before 
he 
would 
have 
been 
killed 
at 
the 
stake, his bones were dug up and 
thrown into the river to destroy his 
memory. 
William Tvndale. who was born 
one hundred years after the death 
of Wycliffe, looked to the Bible as 
his authority and standard and de­ 
termined that every person should 
have access to the Bible. 
Although burned at the stake by 
representatives of the Church 
at 
Rome, the work of Tyndale was the 
major basis of the King Jam es ver­ 
sion which cam e along in 1611 after 
King Jam es employed a group of 
scholars to produce a translation 
that would be the best of all that 
had been brought forth to t h a t 
time. 
In 1929, the International Council 
of Religious Education 
authorized 
a committee bf fifteen scholars to 
set to work. This committee was 
composed of leading scholars of the 
Protestant church with Dr. Luther 
A. Weigle, Dean Emeritus of the 
Yale Divinity School, as chairman. 
They worked in 
two sections, one 
dealing with the Old Testament and 
the other with 
the 
New 
T esta­ 
ment. All changes were subject to 
the entire committee 
A prelim­ 
inary draft was made by an indi­ 
vidual member; each verse then 
subject to the entire committee. 
The Revised Standard Version of 
the New Testam ent appeared on 
February ll, 1946, in a memorable 
ceremony in Columbus. The com 
pleted Bible will appear Tuesday 
with the 30.000 interdenominational 
celebrations throughout the land.

IN m any types of cancer, once 
the growth has advanced and 
spread from the original « ite, 
there is little hope of stopping 
its ever-destru ctive tide. One type 
of cancer tha t does respond to 
tre a tm e nt even thou gh it m ay 
have spread, is cancer 
of the 
prostate gland. 
T he prostate Is 
a male sex 
gland. W hen cancer of this gland 
occu rs it is u su ally in m en past 
the age of forty. The m an may 
first have difficu lty with u rina ­ 
tion, since the prostate gland 
presses against the tu be throu gh 
which the u rine leaves the body. 
If the cancer is discovered early 
enou gh, a perm anent cu re is pos­ 
sible throu gh a n operation in 
which the gland is totally re ­ 
moved. However, in a great nu m ­ 
ber of cases, this type of cancer 
is not discovered u ntil it has al­ 
ready spread from its original 
site to the bones or other organs. 
I t u su ally spreads to the sk u ll, 
lu ngs, and bones. 
Large doses of female horm one 
have been u sed In treating c a n­ 
cer of the prostate tha t has 
spread In the body. A very effec­ 
tive form of this horm one is 
k nown as ethinyl estradioL 


In many of the patients treated 
with this hormone, their general 
health remained good, and the 
cancer did not advance from the 
spots where it had already spread. 
Many patients showed qu ick Im­ 
provement which 
lasted 
from 
m onths to years. U rinary diffi­ 
cu lty also eased, and the spread 
of the tu m or became limited. 
Ethinyl estradiol seems to pro­ 
du ce little distu rbance in those 
tak ing it, thou gh It does hava 
a 
tendency to swell the breasts. 
A new and more potent hor­ 
mone dru g may thu s give u s a 
form of treatm ent tha t will su c­ 
ceed In advanced cancer of the 
prostate, where su rgery wou ld be 
difficu lt or u nsu ccessfu l. 
Dr. William Hu ggins has also 
been a pioneer In showing tha t 
the removal of the male sex 
glands aids these patients great­ 
ly. Another form of tre a tm e nt In 
recent years which he has fou nd 
su ccessfu l is removal of the a d ­ 
renal glands, which are located 
just above the k idneys, followed 
by the adm inistration of the a d ­ 
renal glands hormone.

Brazil is caught in a 
financial 
situation 
which is causing considerable concern. 


Brazil is one Latin Am erican country 
which is a good friend of the United States. 
A third of that country’s imports c o m e 
from the United States, and this country 
buys more from Brazil than from any oth­ 
er nation south of the border. 


Brazil is confronted by a debit on current 
accounts of nearly $500,000,000. which 
is 
more than the entire assets of its central 
bank and its reserves of gold and foreign 
exchange holdings. This dilem m a has been 
brought about by the governm ent’s venture 
into private enterprise in the last decade. 
The object was to industrialize the nation 
and capitalize on its vast resources. 


Over the years government expenditures 
have exceeded revenue, inflation has r u n 
rampant and the currency has been cheap­ 
ened.

Of course, Herman Talmadge w as spoof­ 
ing, giving an exaggerated exam ple of an 
extreme instance of political stupidity and 
national betrayal. Stevenson thus far has 
not indicated that he would do any s u c h 
thing. Yet, the fact does stand out that for 
many months now plans have been in the 
making for the recognition of Soviet China 
first by the United Nations and then by the 
United States. 


The ground has actually been laid 
for 
this sinister arrangement at the m eeting of 
the International Red Cross in Toronto, 
where the device was tried of having both 
Soviet China and Nationalist China pres­ 
ent. This led to catastrophe, which could 
have been foreseen by anyone with even 
half an eye on the Far Eastern situation. 
The em barrassm ent to the United States 
was deep and humiliating. The Com m u­ 
nists used this meeting as a sounding board 
for their accusation that we engaged in 
germ warfare. 
Despite the fact that Soviet China 
has 
never recognized Great Britain and .that 
British m erchants have been imprisoned 
in China and their businesses wrecked and 
closed down, it has been British policy to 
deal with Soviet China and to sell them 
goods whenever they could and under what­ 
ever conditions might be available. 
Our own government has never q u i t e 
overcom e the habit of the “big lie” that 
Chinese Communists are not Marxists at ! 
all (although they have been that since 
1920) 
but they are agrarian reformers 
(which they are only in the strict C om m u-1 
nist sense of reform by confiscation). The 
Alger Hiss-Owen Lattimore-Frederick V. 
Field ideas are too ingrained in the think-1 
ing of some elem ents in the State D epart-j 
ment. They have held them too long to turn 
away from them com pletely. 
Another group in our government h a s 
hypnotized itself into believing that M a o 
Tze-tung might turn him self into a Chinese 
Tito. There never has been a basis for this 
but hope springs eternal in the breast of a 
State Department official who will not do 
what is right and cannot do what he would 
like to. Mao Tze-tung has not become a 
Tito or anything else that could help the 
State Department. He goes his merry way 
with Stalin. 
Practically all m ilitary men from t h e 
days of Generals W edem eyer and MacAr­ 
thur have favored using Chiang Kai-shek’s 
troops in Korea. This the State 
Depart­ 
ment continues to oppose, although there 
have been 120,000 Am erican casualties in 
the Korean War. Should Chiang’s troops be 
used, it would be an em barrassm ent to the

Treating Type Of Male Cancer 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IN many types of cancer, once 
the growth has advanced and 
spread from the original lite, 
there la little hope of stopping 
its ever-destructlve tide. One type 
of cancer that does respond to 
treatm ent even though it may 
have spread, Is cancer of the 
prostate gland. 
The prostate is a male sex 
gland. When cancer of this gland 
occurs it is usually in men past 
the age of forty. The man may 
first have difficulty with urina­ 
tion, since the prostate gland 
presses against the tube through 
which the urine leaves the body. 
If the cancer Is discovered early 
enough, a permanent cure is pos­ 
sible through an operation in 
which the gland Is totally re­ 
moved. However, In a great num­ 
ber of cases, this type of cancer 
is not discovered until it has al­ 
ready spread from its original 
site to the bone* or other organs. 
It usually spreads to the skull, 
lungs, and bones. 
Large doses of female hormone 
have been used in treating can­ 
cer of the prostate that has 
spread In the body A very effec­ 
tive form of this hormone is 
known as ethinyl estradiol 


In many of the patients treated 
with this hormone, their general 
health remained good, and the 
cancer did not advance from the 
spots where it had already spread. 
Many patients showed quick im- 
I provement which lasted from 
months to years. Urinary diffi­ 
culty also eased, and the spread 
of the tumor became limited. 
I 
Ethinyl estradiol seems to pro­ 
duce little disturbance in those 
taking it, though It does have a 
tendency to swell the breasts. 
| 
A new and more potent hor­ 
mone drug may thus give us a 
form of treatment that will suc­ 
ceed In advanced cancer of Hie 
prostate, where surgery would be 
j difficult or unsuccessful. 
Dr. William Huggins has also 
; been a pioneer in showing that 
the removal of the male sex 
glands aids these patients great­ 
ly. Another form of treatm ent in 
: recent years which he has found 
successful Is removal of the ad- 
i renal glands, which are located 
{just above the kidneys, followed 
I by the administration of the ad­ 
renal glandi hormone.

escape all the trouble growing out 
of jealousies. 
You, yourself, after the arrival 
of your second c hild, on seeing so 
many new problems arising 
in 
your first one bec ause, apparent­ 
ly, of 
the 
second, 
may 
have 
wished at times there were only 
one of them. 
Surely, your older child often has 
had this wish and has stated it e x -: 
plicitly nosy and then. And as more 
children come along, you are faced 
with more quarreling and fighting 
and turmoil, especially while they 
are very young. 
Occasionally, the mother of two 
or more young children looks with 
envy on the mother with only one 
who is two, three or four. 
If this one-chick mother is skill- j 
ful in managing her child he may 
be docile during these early years, 
and she may not have to be an­ 
noyed with contention 
and strife 
such as normally occur in the (am 
ily of several youngsters 
Yet 
this only child 
may 
not 
have adequate playmates early un 
less his mother is very skillful in 
setting the stage so he will. 
But 


most 
mothers of only 
children 
aren’t. 
As this only child grows older 
his problem of getting along with 
other children usually increases. 
He has not had to give things up 
often, and he has had the affection 
and attention of his parents all to 
himself. 
Besides, parents of the 
only child don’t acquire the rich­ 
ness of experience from making 
many adaptations 
comparable 
to 
like acquisition by parents of sev­ 
eral children. 
What is more, the only child does 
not escape jealousies, He tends to 
ha e more of them as ha tries to 
compete w ith other children at play 
and in the classroom. 
Perhaps no training for later life 
can he so valuable as that received 
by children 
growing up together 
with brothers and sisters. And all 
their quarreling and fighting are a 
valuable part of this education. 
Their .inevitable 
learning 
to 
give up to one another, to share, 
to have fun together aud to co­ 
operate in ever so many ways 
has im m easurable values hardly 
possible to only children. 
The challenge to us parents is to 
cultivate these precious values and 
to lessen proportionately the occa 
•ions for jealousies and consequent 
conflicts and other ill behavior. 
Choose to have only one child 
and you may suppose you and your 
child will escape many problem.-) 
Even if you should, both of you will 
miss some of the most piecious im 
perishables that life has to offer.

When Eisenhower was chief of 
staff after the war he certainly was 
in a position to know something 
about the shaping of that policy, 
even though he may have had noth 
ing to do with the shaping. 
But if Eisenhower did have 
a 
hand in making some of the policy 
which he is now criticizing, no one 
is in a better position to know it 
than Truman. 
There has been speculation here, 
but not officially, that if Truman i 
is mad enough he may declassify 
government 
documents 
to 
show 
what part some of the Republicans 
most active in this campaign play-^ 
ed in foreign policy. 
Gov Stevenson, who hasn’t been 
around Washington to contend with 
the Republicans throughout these 
past seven years, has been devot­ 
ing most of his time to talking 
about the issues and his own ideas 
as they would affect the future. 
But raking over the past was 
made to order for Truman who has 
had to live with the Republicans 
In this campaign he can make 
that his specialty. He has a knack 
for it, as he demonstrated in 1948. |

“ There is an evolutionary tend- I 
ency in the human race to grow 
less hair — women as well as 
men," says Dr Howard T. Behr- J 
man. one of the nation s leading 
dermatologists, 
"In 200 years -perhaps more— j 
it may be high fashion among 
both sexes 
to 
have 
no 
head 
hair." 
As a man who every year looks 
more like the cue ball in a bib j 
hard game, I can hardly wait. It 1 
is tough being a pioneer. 
Dr. Behrman. author of a 500- 
page medical textbook on the 
scalp, has a fine 
cranial 
roof 
thatch himself hut is all in favor 
of the hairless trend. 
"Hair is only a vestigial orna­ 
ment that no longer serves a real 
purpose," he observed. "It used 
to have a protective function. But 
once we moved out of the trees ; 
we no longer needed it. 
"The eventual human being, 
man and woman, will have no 
hair, a longer head, large abdo­ 
men, and short arms and legs. 
" It’s what you’d expect as a 
man becomes more of an indoor 
thinking animal, sitting on his 
rear more and spending more 
time pushing buttons."

to baldness often find it is in­ 
creased after childbirth, because 
of a temporary lack of female 
hormones. 
Treatment 
with fe­ 
male hormones may bring back 
the hair, but not necessarily so." 
Those dratted sex hormones 
seem to hold the key to the 
whole problem. Female hormones 
grow scalp 
hair, 
hinder 
body 
hair. Male hormones work just 
the opposite. They are respon­ 
sible for the growth of body hair 
and the loss of head hair, which 
may explain why so many bald 
men are sued in divorce court as 
wandering boudoir Tarzans. 
"If you give any woman enough 
male hormones she will grow a 
beard and begin to lose scalp 
hair," said Dr. Behrman. "And 
by giving a man enough female 
hormones you might save his hair 
but he would no longer ne the 
kind of a man a woman would 
want around the house. He might 
lose interest in baseball and take 
up knitting." 
What can a balding man do? 
Dr. Behrman, who is a member 
of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation's Committee on Cosmet­ 
ics, said that commercial lotions 
and creams are all right for hair 
grooming 
but 
added 
flatly: 
"They won t stimulate the growth 
of hair. 
"In the vast majority of cases 
in which there is no local scalp 
or internal disease there is very 
little hope of saving the hair." 
His solution for normal male 
baldness, which is a product of 
heredity, growing older, and hor­ 
mone secretions, is: 
"Philosophy, The hairless hu­ 
man is on the way, but—." 
But meanwhile we pioneers of 
the future will have to suffer in 
silence until we finally get that 
last laugh.

The amount of wages a person 
getting benefits is permitted to 
earn without losing his payment 
has been raised from $50 to $75, 
beginning with this month. 
In case a beneficiary is self-em*j 
ployed, he can accept his benefit | 
checks if his net earnings f r o m 
self employment do not average 
more than $75 a month* that is,! 
more than $900 for his taxable y e a r.; 
Beneficiaries who w ork in employ-) 
ment not covered by the Social Se­ 
curity Act, and those who h a v e 
reached the age of 75. may cash 
their checks regardless of how 
much they earn. 
Darby pointed out this “ w o r k 
clause” applies not only to the re­ 
tired worker but also to a wife, 
widow, child or parent who is re­ 
ceiving benefits based on the so 
cial security account of a retired or 
deceased worker. 
Any 
beneficiary 
working 
for 
wages should notify the Social Se­ 
curity Administration promptly if 
he earns over $75 in one month. 
A self-employed beneficiary should 
notify the office as soon as he sees 
that his net earnings are likely to 
average more than $75 a month for 
the taxable y&ir.
